TEZIUTLAN, Mexico - The 
rain had been pounding for tlirtro 
days when Dario Padilla left liis 
house and made the sodden trek 
to a shop to buy tortillas. 

He ^vas on his way back, with 
about 100 yards to go, when he 
saw the hillside above liis neigli- 
borhood collapse in an avalanche 
of mud. Within seconds his 
house, thc hoascij of two relatives 
and about 2S other neighbors' 

_ honusjyerc buric^ 

His wifcrius stepcHUdfen arid 
several grandchildren were 
among those killed. 

“It took all my family in one 
blow," said thc SS-yenr-old 
retired postal worker, his voice 
brcaking.as he watched ambu- 
—l ances ca rry vtetim»-to— the — 
morgue and a sen'es of funeral 
processions trudge into the ceme- 
tery next door. 

“I went in but I sank in thc 
mud. Some neighbors pulled me 
out," he said. 

More than 300 people arc 
known to have died in Me.xico's 
mudslides and flooding over the 
past week, and hundreds more 
are still missing. 

By Sunday morning, rescue 
workers had pulled thc corp.ses 
of 15 people from the ruins of 
Padilla’s house and his relatives’ 
two homes. 

The victims included Ills wife, 
Lucia Ccballos, five of his 
stepdiildrcn and several grand- 
children and in-laws. Also killed 
was an elderly couple that his 

stepdaughter, Adda-- a rural- 

health worker - had brought to 
town so the husband could have 
an operation. 

Still missing wa.s Padilla's step- 
son. Marcos. Another stcp.son 
and two stepdaughters who lived 
in a nearby village survived, but 
Padilla’s entire household appar- 
ently was wiped out. 

As rain continued to fall 
Sunday, thc full scale of the dis- 
aster was only slowly becoming 
apparent. 

• A scries of weather fronts, 
capped by a tropical depression 
in thc Gulf of Mexico, dumped 
heavy rain on much of eastern, 
southern ;md central Mexico for 
a week or more. Bridges and 
roads were washed out in hun- 
dreds of place.s, isolating scores 
of communities. Landslides 
destro)^ or damaged houses in 
dozens of towns and villages. 
People were c.'trrled away by 
floodwaters. 

Even large cities tike the 
Tabasco state capital of 
ViUahermosa flooded so badly 
that streets became canals for 
boats ferrying furniture out of 
inundated houses. 

Rain fell for 60 hours wiUiout-a 
"brea k u n Tcziutlan. bringing 
. nearly 10 inches on the peak day. 
The weather forced the closure 
of schools and of most of the 480 
clothing factories that make blue 
jeans and other goods for U.S. 
stores. • - - 

And that meant the resident.s 
of La Aurora neighborhood, 
where Padilla’s family lived, 
were huddled at home rather 
than at work or school when die 
mudslide ipllcd over ihcic. hous- 
es. — , . 

It happened so fast that 
“nobody realized anything.” saiil 
Maria Ester Fernandez, Padilla's 
nei^tbor.

Gasoline prices dip half a cent nariomAidc 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Gasoline prices dipped oboul 
half a cent nationwide over the 
past two weeks as crude oil 
prices took a dive, an industry 
analyst said Sunday. 

The weighted average nation- 
wide as of Fridoy was S1.326B. 
down .S3 cents per gallon from o 
Sept. 24 survey, said Trilby 
Lundberg, director of the 
Lundberg survey of 10,000 guso* 
line stations across the United 
States. 

The drop in gas prices follows a 
climb of more than 14 cents per 
gallon that stoned in cmly June, 
Lundberg said. The main ruoson 
for the decrease at the pump was 
the S4 per borrcl decrease in 
crude oil price, Lundberg said. 

"Crude oil prices may hove 
risen too fast and too soon for 
global demand,” Lundberg said.

It has cvciytliing to 
do with the post-operative radia- 
tion.” the statement said.

Even for a counciy with ebbing 
faith in many of its basic institu- 
tions, managed care holds an 
exceptionally low berth in public 
esteem. Although mcdic^ evi- 
dence is mixed on whether people

'"Americans believe that ihanaged- 
carc companies treat consumers 
well, according to one recent sur- 
vey. In contrast, more than 70 per- 
cent give good ratings to car man- 
ufacturers, telephone companies 
and banks. Such mistrust is espe- 
cially striking because HMOs- 
wcrc bom in a burst of idealism 
by progressives who viewed them 
05 a path to better medidne. 

Why their reputation has sunk 
so low can be explained partly l^ 
peculiarly American expectations 
of the U.S. health care system: a 
sense of entitlement and an infat- 
uation with newfangled medical 
technology not common among 
padents in many other Western 
countries. “Health policy e x per ts 
arc constantly talking about 
rationing and setting limits and 
balancing costs and the bcncOts 
of care, but for the average 
American those are just ridicu- 
lous nodons,” said Larry Levi^ a 
senior policy analyst at the Kaiscp 
Family Foundadon, which spon- 
sors public opinion research on_ 
health care. “When they are sick, 
they want it, and they -want it 
now." 

But there arc other reasons for 
the bruised image. They include 
physicians’ influence on the 
thinking of politicians and the 
public, employers’ decisions to 
shift milUpns of Americans into 
managed care without asking 
them first and the capture of 
HMOs by in.'airance corporations 
th.it twisted managed care away 
from its original ideals. 

Taken together, those forces

Fatty acids 
might be key 
to disease 

SEATTLE (AP) - Tests in mice 
suggest a reversible fatty-acid 
imbalance may be the source of 
chronic lung inflamaiion, excess 
mucus and other symptoms of 
tic fibrosis, researchers said 
Saturday ot the 13th onnutd Nortli 
American Qrstic Fibrosis confer- 
ence- 

The genetic disease, which 
affects 30.000 American children 
ond young adults, attacks 
potient^ lungs with a liiick mucus 
and most die from lung damage or 
infection. 

The researchers - Dr. Junn 
Alvaicz and Dr. Steven Freedman 
of Beth Israel Deaconess Medical 
Center in'Boston - worked with 
mice genetically altered to mimic 
cystic fibrosis. 

They fodnd the altered mice 
had abnormally high levels of one 
fatty add — arachidonlc add, or 
AA - and abnormally low levels of 
another — docosohcxaconic add, 
or DHA. The imbalance was limit- 
ed to the orgn^ most offcacd by 
cystic fibrosis, induding the lungs, . 
pancreas and intestines. 

When the altered mice were fed 
large doses ttf DHA for one week, 
the rcscordicrs reported, not only 
was that imbalance corrected - 
the signs of cystic fibrosis also 
were reversed.

“Adopters now sign an agree- 
ment that says it’s not their 
intent to sell tlic horse for slaugh- 
ter, but it's not dear just hnw 
long that signed agreement is 
intended to la.st." 

But attorney Howard Crystal

M y 15 minutes of fame 
have finally arrived. It 
began with a 6 n.m. wake- 
up call from "Inside 
Edition" wanting to 
know if they could send a c.amera crew 
to my house to get nij' comments on the 
interview I did with Minnesota Gov. 

Jesse Ventura for the November issue of 
Playboy. Within the hour, I had heard 
from Playlxjy’s publicist. ABC and NBC 
“Evening News," "Gcraldo." "Todoy.” C- 
_Span wi^^rian L.amb, "Extra," 

NlSNBC, two Minne.sota stations anti Imlf 
a dozen radio shows from San Antonio to 
St. Louis to Buffalo wanted to talk to me. 

What was the cause of this sudden 
brouhaha? The governor had called orga- 
nized religion a “sham and a crutch for 
weak-minded people”; he said over- 
"Veight'j)eoj)lvareto<rweaiairpiish'a\v.'iy~ 
from the dinner table; that die Tnilhook 
Navy sexual hara.s.sment scandal was 
“much ado about nothing,” and that it 
was our own military-indu.stria! complex 
that killed President Kennedy. He had 
backed up these comments in our inter- 
view. but in a sound-bite world, only the 
most sensational parts of para^aplis get 
lifted and highliglitcd on television. 

Tile Christian Coalition immediately 
called for Ventura’s resignation, as did 
the leadership of the Reform Party. His 
approval rating in Minnesota dropped 
from over 70 percent to around 50 per- 
cent. People were demanding his public 
apology. 

Yet the governor stood firm. He never 
denied saying what he said, and he 
refused to apologize' or backdown. 

How ironic that the same week diis 
interview appeared, another I did with 
the late James A. Michener came out in 
Iwok form ("Talking With Michener"); a 
far more extensive and in-depth scries of 



conversations that took place over 17 
years. Micliencr took on some of the 
same issues chat people got so upset 
about with Ventura. Michener, who once 
ran for Congre.ss as a Democrat from 
Pennsylvania, spoke about his own fears 
of the religious riglit, “who tried to do to 
this country what Uie Ayatollah 
Kliomeini did to Iran." Nlidicncr singled 
out Jerry Falweil and Pat Robertson as 
the prototypes.

people do not serve society well. ... The 
Moral Majority had a fairly large hunt- 
ing list. Tliey wanted to exterminate 
from public life everybody they called a 
scientific humanist. They would luwc 
liked to have gotten rid of tlie Jews and 
anybody else who didn't believe in dicir 
God and tltc New Testament.” 

Strong, opinionated words, but no 
spark of moral outrage from the 
Christian Coalition. Not a peep. Like 
Ventura, Micliencr also thougln that 
tliere was .something fishy about tlte 
Kennedy assassination. Ventura believes 
that marijuana sliould be decriminal- 
ized. Michener agreed: “I have had great 
difficulty in believing tliat it is the evil 
drug that people said. The harsh sen- 
tences by the Texas courts are way out of 
proportion." As for tlie Navy .and 
Tailhook, the author of the Pulitzer 
Prize-winning "Tnlc*s of the South - 
Pacific,” from which the play “Soutlt 
Pacific" was adapted, said: “We're in an 


area of sexuality that we're jufi be^o-,^ 
ning to understand. We're in the Dorir 
Ages, really. The incident of TaHhot^ra 
the Naay is symbolic of the tcinble cab- 
fusion we’re in. It’s verj- da nger ous 
ground because the military has ahrays 
been of a cenain type. I saw 'South 
Pacific’ recently, and >shcn you hear ihai 
chorus: There Is Nothing like a Daaze'- 
thai is an invitation to the kind of b^tar- 
ior that sailors hare had all through his- 
tory. It’s pure harasssnenx." 

Michener didn't criticize fat peotJe.

Just before the latest FOMC 
. meeting, according to The New 
York Times, Parry said in a 
speech, "Suppose, like now, 
we're uncertain about the under- 
lying model of the economy. In 
tlut case, preemptive policy can 
lead to the wrong actiori. When 
there's a high degree of uncer- 
tainty about forecasts, it could 
be best for policy to be marc cau- 
tious - in the extreme, to wait 
until inflation actually starts to 
-rise before acting to tighten." 

In a q»nit.ir %-cin, Ihc influen- 
tial presidenc of the Federal 
' Rcs^'C Bank of New York, 
William J. McDonough, told 
reporters in response to ques- 
tions about the low 1.9 percent 
rise in core consumer prices in 
the last year, "If that isn’t price 
stability, I don’t know what is." 

It is evident, however, from 
the full statement released by 
the FOMC on Od. 5 that the 
views expressed by McDonough 
and Parry are not shared by all 
of the other committee mem- 
bers. * 

The FOMC statement, while 
acknowlcd^ng favorable trends 
in US productivity, went on to 
allege that "the growth of 
demand has continued to out- 


strip that of supply, as evidenced 
by a decreasing pool of available 
workers willing to take jobs.” 

This statement is nonsense 
and does great harm to the Fed’s 
own credibility. 

The fact that we have, in 
essence, price stability is strong 
and direct evidence that aggre- 
gate demand and supply ore in 
balance. The idea (hat our 
nadon needs a targe amy of 
unemployed workers to tnaimain 
prosperous growth without infla- 
tion docs a disservice to the real 
potential of our society. 

No reputable economist can 
argue tltat low unemployment . 
necessarily leads to general 
price infladon. In foct, it is the 
low level of uncraploymcnt (hat 
is providing a strong incentive 
for rapid technological innova- 
tion. 

Wiatcver dissension may cxi« 
within the Fed, and rcigordlcss of . 
the Fed's imaginary bi^ the 
truth is that the Fed has very 
feiv grounds at present to raise 
interest rates, and is not likely to 
sec any stronger evidence devel- 
op in die near futufe. 

Chairman Greenspan and his 
more astute colleagues know full 
well dial undmely action by the 
Fed (hat damages a perfectly 
heal thy economic upswing will 
not be appredaicd by tlic U.S. 
Congress. 

So for investors, the watch- 
word can continue to be "Don’t 
fight the Fed," but also, “Pay 
more attendon to what the Fed 
docs, rather than to what it 
says." ■ 

In an environment ofliigh pro- 
ductivity and low inflation, back- 


stopped by a large and growing 
federal budget .surplus, it is safe 
to call the Fed’s bluff. 

For the Fed, it is long overdue 
to get back to the mission that 
Congress intended when the 
Federal Rc-serve Act was passed 
in 1912, namely to provide a 
steady how of liquidity to the 
economy and not engage in eco- 
nomic fine-tuning for which it is 
ill equipped.

PRISTINA. Yugoslana - After 
nearly four months of military 
occupation and tens of millions of 
dollars in foreign aid.

Bcm.ird Kouchner, who as U.N.

nic iVlbanians and Serbs. 

The result, he said, is the kind 
of partitioned society that peace- 
keepers said they wanted to 
avoid. 

“I hope that we will go back 
from this,” Kouchner said, visibly 
frustrated over the peacekeep- 
ers' unwanted role of enforcing 


divisions between Serbs and 
Albsinians. “For the moment, it i.s 
better to protect the people. ... 
-'Ilicre is no doubt that it will take 
years to extract the hatred rrum 
the hearts of the people." 

NATO^s in^ility to stop the 
ghctt'oizaiibn iheahs tliat ihe 
Western force's two stated goals 
in involving itself in the sepa- 
- ratist province remain unmet. 

Serbian paramilitary groups 
and security police made a mock- 
ery of NATO's first goal - halting 
' the persecution of ethnic 
Albanians - by embarking on a 
campaign of terror that left at 
least 11,000 people, mostly 
Albanians, dead and 100,000 
homes heavily damaged or 
destroyed. 

And now, nearly four months 
after NATO-led troops took con- 
trol of the province, the goal of a 
multiethnic society is far from 
reach. Peacekeepers are in 


charge of a sharply segregated 
province, wiiJi the few remaining 
Serbs hardening into defiant 
unclave.s surrounded by 
Albanians with attitudes like 
tliose of Naile Dobruna, 48. whose 
village was nearly destroyed by 
marauding StVbian force.sV 

“The Serbs,” she said angrily, 
“don't have a place here any- 
more." 

Pajazir Nushi of the Coundl-for 
Defense of Human Rights and 
Frecdom.s in Pristina, the Kosovo 
capital, said the complicity of 
ordinary Serbs in the “ethnic 
cleansing" of Albanians makes it 
difficult for the latter to now 
accept them as neighbors. 

“No one opposed the crimes," 
said Nushi, an ethnic Albanian. 
“Still, now, there is no single 
Serbian political voice that has 
condemned the crimes."

Hundreds flock

KETCHUM > Roberto Solo 
—Dels Crua has spem-thc last -160 - 
days alone on various mountain 
ridges with his border collie, a 
Great Pyrenees and several hun- 
dred sheep CO keep him compa- 
ny.

Trial begins amid anniversarN' 
of student death in Wyoming 


LARAhHE, Wya (AP) - On the 
eve of the onc-ycar anniver- 
sary' of the death of gay college 
student Matthew Shepard, the 
second defendant in the case 
faces a murder trial which will 
decide whether he lives or 
dies. 

Aaron McKinney, 22, goes on 
trial today on charges of first- 
degree murder, aggravated rob- 
bery and kidnapping with intent 
to inflict bodily harm on 
._ShcpardvJvhosc.dcaih-Outragcd_ 
the gay community and prompt- 
ed calls for stronger haic-crimc 
laws. 

The other suspect, Russell 
Henderson, 22, pleaded guilty in 
April to felony murder and kid- 
napping and received two life 
" sentences. 

Shepard, 21, was lured from a 
bar Oct. 7, 199S, driven to a 
remote prairie, tied to a fence, 
pistol-whipped into unconscious- 
ness and lidt to die on the freez- 
ing plaias. 

He died on Oct. 12. 1998, and 
McKinney’s trial be(dns amid sev- 
eral memorials commemorating 
the onc-ycar anniversary of his 
death. 

About 600 people gathered 
Sunday night for a candcliglii 


vigil honoring Shepard, the gay 
college student who ivas fatally 
beaten and tied to a post a year 
ago. 

"Wc on this campus, in 
Laramie and in Wyoming, arc 
people of peace, of inclusive- 
ness,” Uie Rev. Roger Schmii. of 
St. Paul’s Newman Center, told 
people on the University of 
Wyoming campus. 

University President Philip L. 
Dubois asked each person to

“a tiny bit of energj' along the 
road to a world that rejects prej- 
udice, stereotypes, hatred and 
violence, but their combined 
force will light a highway of 
hope."

Kids especially suffer when fall allergy season hits

The biggest bullies on the pl.iyground 
this fall may be grass and ragweed. 

Tlio tiny airborne pollens from these 
plants plague children, causing them to 
sneeze, sniffle and cough their way 
through tlie school day. And sometimes it’s 
even worse: Some children with allergies 
say they get teased for their ivatery-cycd 
appearance. They feel left out. and they 
have problems paying attention in school. 

Allergies, in short, arc nothing to otcczc 
at: Tw-enty percent 6f all children are oiler- 
fpe to something, and allergies account for 
2 miUion missed school days each year. On 
any given school day. more than 10,000 
children stay home because of allergies, 
statistics from the National lastitutcs of 
-Health-a h oiv . 

Know the enemy allergens 

Ragwt^ is, the most common seasonal 


allergen in this country, with 60 perceniof 
all allergic people reacting to iL 
“A lot of children are allergic to rag- 
weed, and we always have a lot of ragweed 
in thLs area at this time of tJic year," said 
Dr. Susan Wynn, an allergist with Fort 
Worth Allergy and Asthma Associates. 
Wynn is also a member of the national 
Pediatric Allergy Collaborative, a panel of 
experts sponsored by the University of 
Cindnnad College of Medicine. “Ragweed 
season just happens to coincide with the 
start of school cacli year.” 

Although ragweed might be the most 
obvious culprit, many other pollen.s and 
particles can make kids sick. “Mountain 
cedar, oak, Bermuda gras-s dust mites and 
ragweed, those arc the biggies,” Wynn 
says. “Also outdoor mold .spore.s - especial- 
■“Ty'oinirgli-wind daysrii really depends on 
the person, but pollcas - trees grasses and 
weeds - seem to cause hay fever-typo 
symptoms” 


Tlie physical symptoms of seasonal aller- 
gies - sneezing, runny no.se, watery eyes, 
naMl congestion - are more than just irri- 
tations for children. They can lead to diffi- 
culty sleeping, limited attention spans, 
decreased ability to concentrate, fatigue, 
irritability and cognitive impairment. 
Symptoms can compromise a child’s per- 
formance in school, according to the 
Pediatric Allergy Collaborative. 

Sneezing and wheezing can also be emo- 
tiomiily draining for kids. 

"Disrupting dass can be embarrassing 
and humiliating to the diild,” Wynn says. 

“I have heard of teachers making childinm 
leave the dass if they are sneezing and di.s- 
rupting.” 

JieatJhe.symptoms 

Aitliough a cure for oUergias is still elu- 
sive, allergy shots are an effective, long- 
lusting treatment for many kinds of aller- 
gic-s, nnd medications tliut treat the symp- 


toms have improved significantly since 
• today’s parents were children. 

“If Mom and Dad both had allergies, 
they may think it is normaf to have 
Kleenex in hand at all times and a-box of 
Kleenex in every room.” Wynn says. 
“That’s not normaL” 

“We didn't have these good treatments 
when we were growing up.

Doctors develop procedure 
to remove varicose veins

Ct^CAGO - People with vari- 
cose veins could get relief from a 
new surgicol procedure devel- 
oped by Aurora, U., physidans. 

The new outpatient surgery 
uses Transilluminaied Powered 
PWebectomy, or TIPP. to remo\-c 
varicose vems with a small inci-, 
• ' sions and shontTopenttive times. 
Varicose veins arc created 
when valves channeling blood 
toward the lieart do not function 
well and become blocked. The 
veins become enlarged and con- 
gested with blood. Smaller red. 
blue or purple veins on the sur- 
face of the skin arc known as spi- 
der veins. 

For years, surgeons used a* 
tedious, time-consuming proce- 
dure to remove varicose veins 
that would hook the vein with a 
device and pull it out of Uic leg. 

Numerous incisions had to - 
made on the leg to pull the vein 
out in small pieces - a proc^urc 
that could take hours. And with- 
out much visualization under tlic 
surface of the .skin, physicians 
found themselves bltodly search- 
ing for all of tile vein and unsure 
if it had been removed complete- 
ly- 

“You just kept making inci- 
sions until you felt like you were 
done, until you couldn’t feel any- 


more veins,” said Dr. Gregory 
Spitz, the vascular surgeon at 
Rusli-Copicy Medical Center in 
Aurora who developed the TIPP 
procedure. “There had to be a 
better way than fislting out veins 
all day.” 

In the TIPP procedure, light 
inserted into one of tlic incisions 
illuminates die area af the leg so - 
that a physician can sec the 
entire vein through the skin. 

Spiu adapted a small bladclikc 
instrument used in microscopic 
surgeiy that Is inserted into the 
other incision to break the vari- 
cose vein into tiny pieces and 
suck them out- 

Thc surgical device removes 
the varicose veins entirely leav- 
ing normal veins without any 
obsiruaion to blood flow back to 
the heart. Spitz said 
Spitz estimates the new TIP? 
procedure will cut the average 
surgical lime down to about 38 
minutes. Patients have minimal 
.scarring and pain following the 
outpatient procedure. Spitz said,

UVER 

The Uvet Is (he largest 
organ in the body; it's 
located in the upper right 
side of the abdomen. When 
chronic diseases cause the 
liver to become permanently 
injured and scarred, the 
condition is called cirrhosis. 
The scar tissue that forms in 
cirrhosis harms the structure 
of the liver, blocking the 
flow of the blood through 
the organ. The loss of 
normal liver tissue slows the 
processing of nutrients, 
hormones, drugs, and 
toxins by the liver, 

CAUSES ~ 

In the United States, 
chronic alcoholism is the 
nost common cause. 
Cirrhosis also may result 
from chronic viral hepatitis 
(types B. C. and DJ. Liver 
injury that results in cirrhosis

Medication may be given to 
control the symptoms of

KANSAS CITY, Mo. - As the 
baby boom genenidon redefines 
society's concept of old age. 
researchers are finding that sim- 
ple dianges in liehnvior can keep 
(leople healthy and independent 
long after retirement, an expert 
on aging siiys. 

Richard Hodes director of the 
National Institiiie on Aging, .<mys 
recent trends show* chat a gradual 
decline into disiibility i.s not an 
inevitable iiarttif growing old. 

“It was not so many years ago 
iliat older iieople were considered 
frail and they iiad to be c.ireful 
and they .shouldn’t exert them- 
selves,” Hodcs said. “But studies 
have sliown that people in their 
"CDs, 7us, 8Us and even 90s can 
profit from wcigiit training and 
aerobic training. Today, the dial- 
Icngc is to understand >iow people 
can be motivated to engage in 
liealiliicr life beliaviors.” 

Hodcs. whose agency is a did- 
si<m of tile National Institutes of 
Health, spoke recently in Kmisa.s 
City to a sym|iosium on the hiolo 


gy of aging. An immunologist, 
Hodes oversees a S600 million 
pnigRun that funds researdi rang- 
ing from the genetic roots of 
Alzheimer's disease to methods 
for redudng injuries from falling. 

Tlte goal, nodes Siiid, is a soci- 
ety that ages well. Readiing that 
goal has enormous implicacions; 
In the next 50 years, iliv over-85 
population is expected to grow 
from alxiiit 4 million to 19 million. 
Recent studies have shown that 
nearly half of tiiose over 85 suf- 
fered from Alzheimer's disea.se, 
lieKiid. 

“If we ha\ e no pnigrcss by then, 
we will liave a staggering increase 
in the number of people afflict- 
ed," Hodcs .said. 

Die g ood n ews i s that ol d er tvo 
plearencaTtliicr tlian ever licfore. 
Since 1982, the pro]»rtio[i of peo- 
ple who are too disabled to live 
independently has declined 
steadily. 

Hodcs .said the aging institute 
has an obligation to fimd studies 
that look not only at tlie molecular 
underpinnings of disease, but also 
at day-to-day activities dint can 


impnive the quality of life. 

l-'or e.xaniple, a curse tif old age 
is injuries suffered from falls. 
Healthy jieople often deteriorate 
rapidly after broken hips or other 
major injuries. Hodes said a 
lecent sttidy found that falls could 
lx; aduced by 44 percent hy giv- 
ing the elderly strength and bal- 
ance training, adjusting their 
medication to avoid dizzy spells 
and remiw’ing common haz:ird.s at 
home. 

Tile study found that such train- 
ing sjived several tlioasiind dollars 
per patient even after including 
the cost of the training, lie Siiid. 

Similarly, another study found 
that a simple diuretic caused a 
dramatic decrca.se in the risk of 
stro ke in p ali<‘nt< n -i th .i typ/- nf 
high blood pressure. Now, 
rc.seardiers arc finding tliai long- 
term use of the medication also 
reduces the risk of congestive 
heart failure, a leading cau.se of 
ho.spiitdiz;itiun among the elderly. 

“The best interventions are 
inexpeasivc. have no side effecis 
and help a lot of people,” Hodes 
said.
